rff- ♦•he:Zfl3.e on Cakob Habich available at CIA in late 1987, 
and talked to d . L7 on 10 February 1988 about .what we 

understand are the two remaining documents. We believe that 
one of the two docvunents is a memo from a CIA department to a 
Mr. Abajian of the Office of Investigation, Refugee Relief 
Program, Department of State. It may be dated either 
26 October 1954 and carry the markings, "IMP/ 672," or it may be 
dated 12 November 195'4 and carry the markings "CSDB 2761 8 (our 
confusion is due to the difficulties of describing the document 
over the telephone). The subject of the report is subject's 
wife, Katharina Habich. said that she would keep a 

copy of this memo in her files, since the original was kept in 
an office other than hers and was not in the Central Index. 
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We would also like to review a second Habich document 
reportedly retained in Ci files. This document is 

dated 22 December 1954, has the markings "CSDB 29369," and is 
from the DD, Plans, to the Secretary of State, attention Dennis 
Flinn- . 

Xf possible, we would like to review all available 
materials at the same time. Thank you very much for your 
assistance.
